Mr. Epitor, 
“AVING occafionto vifit Vine- 
gar hill, I:nnifeorthy and Rofs, 
inthe county of Wexford, a few 
weeks jince, I herewith tranfmit you 
a fhort defcription of each place. 

This hill, or rather mountain, fo 
celebrated for the bloody batile foughit 
upon it in thelate rebellion, ‘lies on 
thenorth bank of the river Slaney, 
clofe to the town of Ennifcorthy.— 
There are two fuburbs at the foot of 
the hill, called Temple Shannon and 
Diumgald, which are conneéted to 
Ennifcorthy by a fubftanual ftone 
bridge of fix arches. This hill rifes 
with a genie {well froma_ plain till it 
becomes very fteep on all fides, and 
tndsan a craggy furamit crowned with 
the ruins of a windmill ; from which 
ipotthere is a wide and extenfive 
profpect of the counties of ‘Wexford, 
Kilkenny, Carlow, and Wicklow, 
withthe Slaney, meahdering in ferpen- 
uue directions through a rich and va- 
negated country to the town of Wex- 
lord, where it difembogues. itfelf into 
he Irith fea. At the declivity of the 
hill there is a vaft pit, in which the

(as I was iffagmed ) of five hundred.

ridicule of manners oppofite to their.

Phey ufually went completely 
armed with a btoad-fword, a dirk of 
dagger, a target, mufket, and piftols, 
Their drefs confitted of .a jacket and 
loofe lower garment, with a roll of 
light woollen, called a plaid, wrapt 
round: them fo as to leayé the right 
arm at fulilberty. Lhus equipped 
and accoutred, they waould march 
forty oF fifty miles in a day, fome- 
times even witheut food or hajung, 
over mountains, along rocks, through 
moraffes; and they would fleep on 
beds tormed by tving banches of heath 
haflily and careleffly together. Their 
advance to battle was rapid; and af- 
ter difcharging their mufkets and pif- 
tols, they rufhed into the ranks ofthe 
enemy with their broad-fwords; and 
in ‘clofe fight, when unable’ to ufe 
their ordinary weapon, they fudden- 
ly ftabbed with the dirk. ‘Their reli- 
gion, which they called chrifianity, 
was ftrongly tinétured with the anci- 
ent and barbarous fuperftitions of the 
country.

No fooner had he formed thedefign 
than he prepared tor its execution, 
raiied a formidable army, felected 
from ali the nations of which his ¢m- 
pire was compofed, and repaired to 
the Cherfonefe, under the walls of 
dheodofia,, now called Kata. If 
we give credit to one chronicle, he 
put up this prayer; ‘O God, grant 
me thy help to take dus tawn, that | 
may caity from’ «-cliriltians and 
hriefts toinktruct meend my people, 
and convey the true religion into my 
dominions !’ He laid fiege to the 
city, deflroyed his adverfaries, loft a 
great number of lis loldiors, and 
thoufands of men were dettroyed, he- 
caufe a barbarian would not iufter 
himfelf to be chriftened like an ordina- 
ry perfon, 

_However, after carrying on tle 
fiere for fix months, Viadimir had 
nade no progrefs: he was even 
threatened with being obliged 'to. raile 
the fiege and wasin great datiper 
of never becommg a chrifiian. Bat 
a ‘raitorous citizen, aeeerding to 
fome it was a prieft, tied a letter & 
an arrow, and fhot it fromthe top.

“As was the 
cafe with moft of the princes who 
adopted chriftianity, fo.here political 
reafons had at Jeaft an equal influ- 
ence with devotion; and when Vla- 
dimir was bantifed at Korfun, atown 
of Greece, in O88, andmarned An- 
na, the fitter ofthe Grecian iovereign, 
it wus a8 much his intention by this 
match to acquire a claim upon the 
Grecian empire, as by his’ baptifm 
to have pretentions on the kingdom of 
heaven. 

Viadimir ther liftened to fome ca- 
techetical le&tures, received the rite 
of baptifm ands the name of Baiil, 
mariied the young princefs Anna, 
reflored ta his brothers-in-law the | 
conguelis he had recently made, and 
broteht off sno other reward of his 
vidtories than fome archimaid rites 
and «popes, a few facred veflels 
ancl ( hiuere h- book, linages of faints, 
ande onfecrated'relies, 

At isis return to Kief, his mind was 
wholly imtent on overthrowing the. 
idols which but lately were the ob- 
et of his adorationy As Perune 
‘was the ereatelt of deities to the ido- 
latrous Ruffians, it. was him that 
Viadimir, after his convertion, re- 
folved to treat with the greateft igno- 
miny. He had him tied to the tail 


of ahorfe, dragged to the Boryfthe- 


nes; and all-the way twelve vigorous 
{oldiers: with great cudgels, beat ‘the 
deified log, which was afterwards 
threwn into the river. Nothing can 
more ftronely mark the eharacter of 
V jadimit than this conduct, alike 


brutiih in woMhipping a mifhapen— 


block, and inthinking to punifh the 
‘nfendible mais for the adorations he 
had lavithed upon i. 

People in a low ftate of civilizati- 
on have too tew ideas for acquiring a 
firong attachment ‘to any religion.— 
Thus the Ruflians eafily abandoned 
the worthip of their idols: for, thoueh 
Viadimir caufed un iv be pubbihed, 
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that thofe who fliould pevrfevere jg 
idolatry mould be regarded as enemies 
of Chrift and of the prince, it does 
not appear that Ruffia underwent any 
perfecutions, and yet it foon became 
chriftian: of fuch force was the ex 
ample of the fovereign. At Kiet he 
one day iffued’a proclamation order 
ing all the inhabitants to repair’ the 
next morning to the banks of the r- 
ver to be baptized ;° which they toy. 
fully obeyed. If it be not good 
be baptized,’ faid they, ‘the prinee 


and the boyars would never fubmit » 


to it.’ 

Such a change was wroveht jn 
Viadimir afierwards, in this and mae 
Hy other refpects, that the hiflorians 
of that-time are at a lofs for words 
fifficiently rong to exprefs their ad. 
miration of , it. If betore he. had, 
belides five wives and, eight hundred 
concubines, taken alfo women and 
gitls, wherever he would, yet, afte 
his baptifm, he: contended: himfelt 
with his chriflian’ fpoute alone. It 
asa conquerer, he had caufed many, 
drops.of mnocent blood to be fhed, 
and iet avery low value on the life 
ofa man, yet, having adopted the 
religion of Jefus, he fele unealy at 
fentencing one highway robber 1 
death, of whom there were many at 
that time; and, as we read in the 
chronicles, exclaimed with emotion 
on fuch an occafion, ‘ what am jj 
that I fhould condemn .a fellow-crea- 
ture.to death !? As his delight had 
been before in ftorming towns and 
obraining battles, he now found his 
greatett pleafure in building churches 
and endowing {chools, ;

¥T was an apophthegm of the fa- 

mous Uhomas Paine, that it was 
his fate to be plagued with fools. 
Perhaps every perfon of reflection and 
fenfibility, »wiie has had much com- 
merce with the world, may take up 


Ais parable againft 1, equally with 


that wife and wonderful man. Who 
in his life has not often experienced 
the contradiction of petulance, the 
yexation of vanity, the contempt of 
pride, or theiinfult of malice ¢ Gar- 
rulity is alfo of the world, though one 
of the leaft of its plavues. Ti confifts 
infaying incongruous things. For 
example, one fubject to this foible 1s 
afked, When did you fee Mrs. Jon- 
quil? ‘he direét and proper anfwer 
to this queftion would be, I faw her 
on fuch a day, fuppofe laft Monday.

Sull, how- 
ever, it is an imperiection, and’ if 
thofe who practife it would once re- 
dard it as fuch, they might, by taking 
a hie pains w ith themfelves, very 
eafily lay it afide. For this purpofe, 
let them confider the diftinguithed 
ifts of reafon and of {peech, ‘and the 
ends for which they were given ; - let 
them carefully exclude from their dif- 
courfe all trivial” or unneeeflary cir- 
cumitances ; let them confult: more 
the edification of the hearers, than the 
gratification of their own vanity 5m 
ihort, let the:a only think for a mo- 
ment before they fpeak, and they will 
foon peas with precifion and pro- 
pricty, alfo with cogency, Speech 
1s extremely volatile in its nature, and 
every word that ifues from the mouth 
of man, like a Scotchman from his 
tountry, never returns to 1. ‘This is 
a fivone re afon why they fhould 
weigh their words well, before they 
fronouuce them, otherwife mo one 
éan anfwer fer the conlequence Se 
Yet, as they fheuld not be immade- 
cergiely. talkative, fo neither thould 
they te ipliently iijent i company.

Condition of the Fews at Rome, under 


the Pontificate of Pius VI. 
HE Jews were, perhaps, the 


only perfons who had reafonto — 


complain of the feverity, not to fay 
ot the cruelty, of the Roman go- 
vernment. Fanatieiim, by t turns fe- 
rocious and abfurd, had dictated the 


laws beneath which they groaned, and 
which had acquired an increafe of fie . 


our under the pontificate of Pius 
ae. long ago as the year 177$ 
the pontiff, perfu: wed that the laws 


of humanity were vot made for inf- . 


dels, had ney 2 the moft bat. 
harous edicts. Confined within thet 
infectious quarter, the Ghetio, uy 
could only dew themteives in the reft 
of the city by day, and were bound 


to ieturn to their prifon at fun-tet ei. 
ath 
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der pain of death, It they withed to 


g into the country for a few days, to 
breathe a purer air, they were oblig- 
el to folicit a particular permiflion. 
They were forbid, under the penalty 
of the gallies, to approach the con- 
vent of the Annonciada, or to be 
fen in any church, convent, or 
hofpital, of Rome. All intercourfe 


with chriftians was forbidden them : 


and they meurred corporal punith- 
ment if they dared to keep a fervant 
of that religion, a chriftian could not 
admit them into his coach, nor ever 
lendthemone. It was only upon a 
journey. they were allowed the ufe 
of acarriage. As amark of repro- 
hation, neither men nor women could 
9 out wihout wearing fome badge 
of a yellow colour. ‘Their interment 
was attended with no funeral pomp ; 
nor did any infcription defignate their 
tomb, and recall them to the recol- 
le&tion of thofe to whom they had 
once been dear. 

Thefe laws were not rigoroufly ob- 
ferved. Several were grown obfo- 
lete: and others carried with them, 


’ intheir very feverity, a {ure pledge of 


their non-execution.. But the fligma 
they afhxed, to -thofe againft whom 
they were levelled, was indelible. — 
They might be enforeed at any time 
without a moment’s warning : at- 
tempts were fometimes made to do 
fo: and the fews dragged on a mi- 
ferable exiftehce under the continual 
influence of terror. It was by dint 
of gold that fome of them purchafed 
momentary favours; fuch, for in- 
ance, as their enlargement from the 
infectious prifon in which the reft of 
the fect was confined. Avarice, 
which at Rome neglected no means 
of gratification, fold to thefe unfor- 
tunate victims a few. acts of tolerati- 
on: and-it was in the refidence of him, 
who called himfelf the vicar of mer- 
ciul God, a God of charity, that 
thefe attacks. were made upon human 
Mature. Nor. was this all. In a ftill 
more barbarous age, if it be poflible, 



















in the fifteenth century, the idea was 
concerved of: affimilating the Jews to 
the brute creation, by making them 


run, during the carnival, for the di- 


verfiow of the public, and jin pre- 
fence of the fovereign pontiff himéelf. 
There were at Rome Jew races, as 
there were horfe-races' ellewhere. At 
length they were exempted’ from. this 
lervile abafement; but that they 
might not-lofe the remembrance: of 
fuch an act of kindnefs, or rather to 
prolong their humiliation, they were 
obliged to'fend to the chief magiftrate 
of Rome an annual deputation,— 
which, in the moft humble potture, 
paid a hundred crowns as a mark of 
their gratitude, ‘The capitol was a 
{cene of this unworthy imitation of 
the homages which the tributary kings 
of Afia formerly came to: pay to the 
Roman fenate. — 

Plagued in every outward ‘act of 
life, the Jews of Rome were alfo 
tormented in their confeience. By 
virtue of an injunction, equally ridi- 
culous and barbarous, they were ob- 
liged every fabbath to hear a fermon, 
in- which a Dominican, with a thun- 
dermg voice, endeavour to convert 
them by malediétions; and thewed 
them hell gaping to {wallow them up, 
if they did not haften to take refuge 
in the bofom of thechurch. In-vain 
did the poor wretches ftrive to elude 
thefe' periodical exhortations, equally 
tirefome and ufelefs. “Chey conceiv- 
ed the idea of flopping up their ears. 
‘Their cars were fubjected to the exa- 
mination of ‘their tormentors. ‘They 
flept, or feigned to fleep. ‘Tiney 
were thook till they awoke: .and no 
rcfource remained but coughing, {pit- 


ting, and’yawning. At length they 


came out of church fomewhat worle 
chriftians than when they went in; 
fome laughing at the imbecility of 
their tyranits, ' and others curling a re- 
ligion which employed fuch means 4n 
order to make profelytes.. It may be 
truly faid that Pius VI. who, by a 
few géod actions performed duri.s 
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his long career, had incurred fome 
little fufpicion of humanity ; it may 
be truly faid, that he laid a greater 
load ot intolerance upon thefe unfor- 
tunate victims than any one @f his 
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bufied in undertakings, which, i¢ & .

HOMAS St. Lawrence, earl 
of Howth, vifcount S$: Law.

[il late lord Roflmore, ata ve-. 


ry early age, got introduced to 
the late lord Sackville, when the roy- 
al army was on the march to attack 
the pretender, in the laft Scottifh re- 
bellion. He accompanied his lord- 
fhip, and ferved as a volunteer 1n the 
14th foot, at the battle of Culloden, 
inApril 1746. Shortly after, he got 
an enfigncy in the fame regiment.— 
On the duke of Dorfet being appoint- 
ed lord-lieutenant of Ireland, in 1751; 
he made his fon, lord George Sack- 
ville, commander in chief, who took 
his young friend Cunningham, with 
him, as oue of his aids-du-camp.— 
Some years ‘after, he was made de - 
puty-adjutant-general of .the Infth 
army, with the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel in the army, and, in courfe 
of time, adjutant-general. In 1762 
he got a letter of fervice to raile a re- 
giment (the 124th,) which was dif- 
banded at the peace in the following 
year. During the-viceroyalty of the 
marquis of ‘Townthend, he was ap- 
pointed governor of Kinfale, on 
which occafion he 1efigned the adju- 
tant-peneralfhip. In 1767 his ma- 
jelty gave him the command of the 
58th regiment, andin 1775, he was 


pleafed to remove him to his old re- 
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giment, the 14th foot, in which he 
had commenced his military career. 
lhe sth, or royal Irith regiment of 
dragoons, becoming vacant in | 785, 
his majefty conferred it upon. his 
lordihip. The fate of that corps is 
too well known to need any come 
ment on it inthis place ; fuffice it to 
fay, thar, however it might be blame 
ed for relaxation of difcipline, no 
part of it could be aitached to lord 
Roffmore. ° The dates of his com- 
miffions were as follow: colonel, 
Feb. 19, 1762; major-general, May 
25, 1772; leutenant-genéral, Aug.

The cornelian is the favourite ftone. 
Of the turbans, the turban en /yra- 
mide is one of the mot fafhionable. 
It is a timple muflin handkerchief, 
brought round the head with a filver 
band upon the foreliead, pointed like 
apyramid, and railed upon a founda- 
tion. ‘The coiffure de fantatfie of 
the moft admired kind 1s a {mall ope- 
ta hat, with a very flat crown, orna- 
mented with feathers, placed-on the 
lefi fide of the head. It is met by a 
hat in the fhape of a trencher, worn 
flat upon the right fide, with a gold 
band, bow, and ends; the two> hats 
thus forming a head-drefs of two 
wings. The robe croz/ée en fichu is 
much adinired. It is a piain ‘robe, 
with handkerchief fronts, faftened 
on the tips of the fhoulders over white 
fleeves,, very much ornamented, 
forming an angle at the waiit, where 
it is confined with a girdle and bow ; 


then floping off at each fide, fhowing 


the petticoat in an angle exactly equal 
to that formed on the bofom. 





The collars of the coats of the

Leonard then 
readily offerstorelieve his father from 
his diftreties, by confenting to’ the le- 
gal facritice require ed of him, andthe 
profpect of the future is happinefs. 
Such is the ferious part of this co- 
medy. 

The humorous part of a pro- 
duction relates to Yom ‘Tick, a plea- 
fant fellow, who 1s always ran ing 
indebt, andengaged in fome gene- 
rous enterprize ; Peter P wre Obit, a 
legacy-huner ; Dr. Infallible, an ad- 
vertiling quack ; and Caractacus 
Shenkin, a timple Welihman, proud 
of his pedigree, but content to al- 
fume a liv ery.

This comedy difplays a portion of 
what we have not lately witneffed on 
the ftage, viz. originality of cha- 
racter, “exemplified in the legacy- 
hunter, Peter Poft-Obit; the idea of 
which part, thous yh taken from a ce- 
lebrated periodical publication of dr. 
Johnfon’s, ye has. never previoutly 
appeares don the boards of a theatre. 
The dialogue is exactly @ la Revnolds, 
lively, full of apt allution, and brifk 
repartee, inter!peried with feveral ap- 
propriate fentimenis, which, by a ju- 
dicious blending of the 6 ugrle- eum 
dulce’ convey inftruction the fame 
time that they atford -amutement.— 
The idea of an interefted marriage, 
that inflead of dride and phasor 
the parties were fila ty if and ‘defen- 
dant, flruck us as very happy; and 
we mult alfo notice @ delicate touch 
+t forms of out fafhi- 
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onable fair—* that when the wife in 
cold weather puts on wArte mullin, it 
is a broad him for the hufband to 
provide himfelf with d/ack crape.’ 
Much commendable fatire is alfo 
launched againtt the ruinous extvava- 
pance of fathionable and criminal 
propeniities of money-borrowing, 
money-lending, and duclling, the laft 
of which vices is feverely expoted 
and admirably fatirized. 

Krom Mr. Reynolds, the public, 
of courfe, will rather expect ftaceti- 
ous extravagance, than a regular 
drama. ‘This piece is full as eccen- 
iric as any of his former works, and 
hardly leis amuting. It would be in 
vain to look for probability ; for the 
author has never thought that an ef- 
fential, or, indeed, a neceflary qua- 
lity,* in his dramatic compofitions.— 
It is altogether an amufing jumble, 
with fome fcenes of pathos very in- 
terefting. Butif the auilere and fa{- 
tidious critic may find room to cen- 
fure, the whimiical abfurdities ef the 

iece will often, in the midit of his 
churlifh folemnity, enfnare him ito 
a fmile. 

To the credit of the piece, how- 
ever, it muft be faid, that its ferious 
and comic incidents all tens to fuppoit 
the interefts of virtue, to difcounte- 
nance vice, and to * fhoot Folly as it 
Flies.’ - 

Lewis, Munden, Murray, Sim- 
mons, H. Johnfton, and Knight, 
powerfully fupported the piece by 
their refpective exertions ; and mifs 
Murray charmed the audience by her 
impreflive delivery, juft conception, 
and pathos of exprefhon.

The intrinfic excellence of | this

The peace which followed fecured 
his fovereignty over. immenfe tracts 
of territory ; but a paternal folicirude 
to eafe the parent ftate, by compelling 
its remoter members to participate in 
her burthens, armed America againtt 
him. He met the conteft with invin- 
cible fortitude; while, with a virtue 

culiar to himfelf, he relinquifhed 
his claim to the ungrateful foil, the 
moment he perceived it could be only 
maintained at the expence of his peo- 

le’s blood and treafure. 

The arduous ftruggle, however, 
had evinced the radical ftrength of 
his native realm; Britain, fcarcely 
bending under its preffure, ‘magnani- 


-moufly main‘aincd its level, and, like 


another Antzus, arofe witn renovat- 
ed vigour, when its num-rous foes 
were exilting in her apparent fall.— 
Commerce, unchecked, extended her 
fuccefsful operations to either hemil- 
phere; and, ere many years had e- 
lapfed, our feparation from the Unit- 
ed States had ceafed to be a fubject of 
regret, 


Soon after, the principles of dif-. 


organization were difieminated over 
the whole civilized world, and the 
phrenzied paroxi{m of revolutionary 
effervefcence threatened the fubver- 
fion of all legitimate government, and 
the diffolution of the political rela- 
tions’ which had united Europe by 
combinations, eminently promoting 
fuperior refinement, and tending to 
fotten the afperities produced by clath- 
ing interefts, and ftruggles for pre- 
eminence; while power alone, . d¢- 
termining every queftion of right, 
rendered all « ‘ompacts of amity hnupa- 
tory, and indicated a dreadful explo- 
tion ! A period fo awful required oJ 
Deceinber, 1801. 


fufe new fpirits into the people. 

The moft energeuc meafures were 
adopted, for repelling external hotti- 
lity, and defeating the baneful effects 
of domettic diffafection. Subftan- 
tial freedom was he ippily contrafted 
with the vifionary theories propagat- 
ed by the illuminati ; our glorious 
conflitution, vegetating trom a germ 
of true liberty, “whofe luxurious ra- 
mifications rendered the fic Kly hue 
and cankered trunk of the exotic tree 
of hberty but more con{pic uous, with- 
flood’ the thock. Religion beamed 
with unfullied purity, in fpite of the 
facrilegious attempts to violate her 
fanctuaries: while morals derived 
their firmeft fapport and aid from the 

exemplary rectitude of the fovereign, 

britain alone, while the reth ‘of 
Europe were proftrate at the foot of 
the coloffal republic; afflumed and 
maintained an impoting attitude. 
Her triumphal flag waved its glories 
in every quarter, and unfurled nfelf 
In.every fea, wherever jealous petu- 
lance, or jaundiced envy, oppoted | its 
progrefs, The mighty combina- 
tions of the North, were, dy the pref- 
fure of Britith powers, 10% in em- 
bryo. In vain were the ports of 
friends and foes fliut saad us; our 
profcribed flag gave laws to all ; and 
old Ocean — bore our invinei- 
ble marine, wherever he ttretched his 
wide doma’ ain. 

Impervious to-external attack, do- 
meftic diffention was reforted to for 
weakening our efforts. A new hydra 
{prang up in this unhappy ifle, whieh 
deluged her in blood; but the moft 
wife and vigorows meafures were 
adopted, aided by anarmy of genume 
patriots, the yeomanry whole exer- 


tions in fyppreffing rebellion rendered

their name for ever ikultrious in the 
annals of Ireland. ‘The menaced fe~ 
paration, however, tended to accele- 
rate a legiflative union, on the rela-

Our naval triumphs had long taxed

Creffy and Agincourt, and, in indeli- 

ble charaéters, imprefied their tranf- 
cendant merits on the grateful bofom 
of their country. 

‘To crown the magnanimous ef- 
forts of our lovereign, the Almighty 
Arbiter of the world has bleffed his 
kingdoms with a GLORTOUS PEACE 
——a peace above, tar aboye all pane- 
gvyric, freeing every quarter of the 
habitable globe from the dreadful col- 
Iifion of two fuch gigantic powers as 
France and Engiand, who hence- 
forward, in hunible imitation of the 
céleftial fyftem, may move in paral- 
lel orbits, equally fate, equally’ re- 
fplendent, aud for ever removed from 
the danger of future concuflions. | 

Thus, after more than forty years 
reign, feventeen of which have been 
occupied in two of the molt expentive 
and perilous wars that ever thook the 
empire, her politcal and commercial 
relatrons were extended to every quar 
ter, and maintained with inflexible 
fideliry—her — oriental aCGUILITIONS, 
forming of themielves an qpulent 
kingdo: nN, Compe nfating for her retro- 
ceflions in the weft - s—new channels 
for commerce, prefenuing themtelves 
to enterprize ; — additional markets, 
procured for an mcreafed exportation 
of our manufactures, advanced con- 

fiderably during this aufpicious reign, 
while the imports bear a quintuple 
proportion to their amount at its 
commencement ; empio y ing near two 
millions of tons of ihipping in her 
commerce, and more than ent hun-

He eftablifhed two 
gardens, one near New York, the 
other near Charleftown, to raite 
there the plants which he might col- 
lect.

Among 
thefe trees, were diftinguifhed an ili- 
cium, the aromatic fruit of which 
willferve the fame purpoles as that 
known by the name oi the {ftellated 
auis of China (ants etotle dela Chine), 
a larch tree, the wood of which 1s 
ufed in building, anew neighbouring 
kind of quinguina, and which will 
perhaps fupply its place ; and, laftly, 
many magnolla, a pavia, a thodnden- 
dron, an acacia, _ which already are 
the ornaments of our gardens. On 
his return, citizen Andre Michaux 
was employed in putting his collecti- 
ons inorder, and in drawing up an 
abridged relation of his voyage, and 
giving an hiftory of the plants of 
America. Government having no- 
minated himto form a part in the ex- 
pedition of captain Baudin, he has 
left to his fon, who had accompanied 
him m one of his journeys, the care 
of fuperintending the printing of his 
manufcript. ‘lhe hiftory of the oaks 
of America was in the prefs at the 
time of his departure, and has been 
lately publifhed. It is written in 


French; the botanical phrafes only 
are in Latin. It. contains ewenty 
ipecies, and a number of remarkable 


yaricties ; arranged in methodical or- 


v me IN» len 
der, according to the form of the 
leaves and the annual or biennial 
tructification ; and charaéterifed in a 
fure and invariable manner. All 
thele fpecies have been detigned in 
their different ftates, by citizen Re- 
doute, whofe talents are well known 
to painters and naturalifts ; and ele- 
gantly engraved by ciuzens Sellier and 
Plee : making } inthe whole thirty fix 
plates. At every fpecies, citizen 
Michaux has carefully marked the 
manner of cultivati: ng it, the foil 
which fuits it, the ufes to be drawn 
from it, and the diftriéts of France 
where it would be aavantageous to 
naturalize it. Among thelé {pecies 
are fome abfolutely unknown; to 
others are annexed new and _intereft- 
ing obfervations. ‘Lhe following ar- 
ticle on the maritime oak or oreen 
oak of Carolina, may givean idea of 
the obfervations which accompany 
me defcription of divers {pec 1¢s. ~~ 
* [his tree grows from lower Virginia 
to Korda, andthe Miflithppi, along 
the coatts, on the les and the traéts 
expoled to the ftormy winds of the 
ocean. ‘he lower countries of 
north America are lands of a new 
formation. ‘The furface of the foil 
is afandy layer, onawery deep mafs 
of agill. ‘Ihe maritime oaks here 
acquire a rapid growth, bacaule the 
hbrous roots with which they are pro- 
vided in their adolefcent ftate find ina 
moveable fand the facility of {pread- 
ing in all directions. In proportion 
as they arrive at adult age, the prin- 
cipal roots reach the clayey bottom, 
where they imbibe a nourifhment 
which fo their vigour for many ~ 
centuries, and renders them capable 
of relitting the impetuolity of the 
winds, and of fupporting the heat ot 
the fun, From Virginia to the ex- 
tremitv of Florida, the traveller of- 
ten perceives this infolated tree, pre- 
ferving all its vigour, ina foil wiere 
others cannotexit. Itis never da- 
maged by antmals.

Know- 
ing the value of his prefeace, or 
judzing with equal certainty the bad 
effects of hisabience from the army 
at this critical conjuncture, he per- 
fevered. Nottill die battle was won 
did he yield to the ientiment of his 
pain. “When he taw the enemy re- 
treat, he fainted. On the 28th he 
died. 

If in the affli€ted ftate into which 


I am placed by the recolleGion of 


thefe fcenes, the heart was irce to ex- 
patiate, 1 could coniecrate a giatctul 
tribute to his memory. Lhe victories

FOREIGN IN 


FRANCE. 

ROM Berlin it was repericd about the be 

giepipg Of November, thet, in confequence 
or the revtoration of peace betwixt Great Britain 
and France, the motives which ted to the pof 
fefion of Harover no longer exiting, his ma- 
jetty nad agreed immediately fo evacua'e that 
eleSorate. In confequence of this redolution, 
orders were to be jorwer eu without dclay to the 
commander of the Pruthan troops to withdraw 
from the Hanoverian territories. Accordin, to 
the fame accounts, the courts of London and Ber- 
lin were likely to enter On negociations for the 
removal of every difference which might for the 
prefent exit. 

SWITZERTAND. 

The difevficn on the new conftitution of Swit- 
geriana commenced at Berne on the agin of Sep- 
temb-r 5 and the following art'cles were accept- 
ed by a majority et Go voices agin 16 t— 

Fist, the integrity of Helvetia isa fundamen. 
eat artinle of the Helvetic conftitudon. Second 
the Helvetic republic forms only one fate, its 
territory §8 divided iuto Canons. Third, thee 
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is one right of Helvecic citizenfhip; there are 
no political rights of citizens relative to diftin® 
cantons. 

The quefion relative to the ceffion of the 
territories ot the Valais was likewife ditcuiled, 
and after a long debate it was refolved by 34 vol 
ces againit 7——* That the whole canton ot Valais 
fhould appertain to Helvetia, and not be ceded 
unlefs France thould take poileffion of it by 
force,” 

On ihe 31:t of September the Diet came to the 
tollowing retolution :—¢ The fupreme power fhall 
be cxercifed by a D.et and a Senate, in the name 
of the He!vetic people.’ The Paris papers, how- 
ever, tothe 4th of November afferc, that the 
Helvetic Diet has been diffolved jut after it had 
compicted the conftitution, and appointed 
members to the fenate. All its proceedings have 
been declared null, and the old iegiflative bodys 
taking the reins o? government ino their banesy 
have appointed a provilionel executive goverie 
ment, and reftored the conftirution agreed to 
May laft. 

Acccunts from Berne ftate that the ee 
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€wifs cantons, Uri, Schweitz, and Underwal- 
den, have fent a deputation tg Paris, to conjure 
the firtt conful, by the manes of Tell and Win- 
elreld, to prote&t them in their antient conftitu- 
tion, under which alone they can enjoy tranquil- 
lity and happinefs. The accounts from the fame 
place of the 7th of November ftate, that the 
- of che members of the Diet have re-

curned to their homes. The public tranquillity 
has noc any where been difturted. The Hel- 


yetic troops have already quitted the fmall can- 
tons. They are on their return to Lucerne, 
The Helvetic fenate is conftituted, and, Dolder 
is appointed prefident. 

BATAVIAN REPUBLIC. 

The Batavian counci) of regency have elected 
the new leygiflative body, almoft all of whom 
belonyed to the former legiflation. They are to 
proceed immediately to the organization of the 
jaferior departments of the government. This 
chanve of -onftitution continues to be received 
with complete apathy, 

WEST INDIES, 

Citizen Vincent, chief of brigade, and direc- 
tor oh the corps of Engineers at St. Domingo, 
arrived at Paris in the beginning of Oftober. He 
was the bearer of many letters from ‘Toufflaine 
L’Ouverture, and an official copy of the conftt- 
tution that was tranfmitted for the approbation 
of the parentcountry ‘This plan was within a 
few days to be fubmitied to the confideration of 
the councii of ftare. Citizen Vincent gives the 
mott fatisfadtory cetsils of the ftate of cultiva- 
tionsn the colony. 

EGYPT. 

Official accounts came fiom Egypt on the 14th 
of November, with the final account of the 
cooquet of that country, which, although from

fo made a prifoner of witnefs, and condudted 
them both to Anamoe-bridge, about three miles 
diftant, where there were 14 or 35 men armed 
with guns and piftols, moft ot whom had horfes ; 
the prifonerewas with them, and got Mirks up 
behind him, and another of the party carried 
Flynn 5 that the party hearing that fome of the 
army were out rode off haftily by the feven 
Churches to Lugduff mountain, where they left 
their horfes, and hid their faddies in the terns ; 
that witnels contrived to make his efcape by 
throwing himfelf into adeep water, but covered 
with heath, and fhorcly afterwords heard two 
fhots fired by the rebels at or near the place where 
the body of Marks was afterwards found ; that 
the prifoner, and aifo the deceafed, were with 
the party when witnefs effected his efcape 

This evidence was coiroborared, by chat of 
two other witnefles, and the prifoner was con- 
vidted without hefitation. 

Another cafe was that of William Bryan, for 
the murder of Edward Duckerit!, at Glenmal- 
ler, on the 2othof Auguft, 1793, ltappeared 
from the evidence of Sarah Dockerill and Martha 
Pentony, the widow and daughter of the de- 
ceafed, that the deceafed and his fon were fuppie-
